Line Threatened 


By a Veteran Commander 

1 32-mile advance of the Red Army in one day, 

from Dmitriev-Lgovski to Sevsk has created an imme- 
diate threat to the great German-held trunk line Moscow- 
Bryansk-Hutor Mikhailovski-Kiev. The distance from 
Sevsk to Hutor Mikhailovski is only 19 miles. This is the 
| name to look for in the communiques of 
the next few days. The capture of Hutor 
Mikhailovski would mean the rupture of 
two extremely important lines—Bryansk- 
Kiev and Orsha-Sumy, thus disrupting 
the interplay of enemy forces on the 
Central and Southern Fronts. All enemy 
lateral communications would be thrown back on the 
junction at Gomel 150 miles to the west. 

The catpure of Sudzha by the Red Army signifies 
the liquidation of the large sack which had been formed 
by the surging Red Army between Kursk and Kharkov. 

The capture of Olenino end Chertolino is also ex- 
tremely important because it means that the entire main 
strategic line Moscow-Riga is entirely in Soviet hands as 
far west as Velikie Luki, and this in turn means that the 
great salient overhanging Smolensk from the north and 
threatening to split the German armies of the Northern 
Front from those of the Center will from now on be fed 
by a direct line running from Moscow and having a 
great carrying capacity (of course it will take at least 
ten days or two weeks to put it in working condition, 
the Germans having blown up the bridges at Rzhev 
before retreating ). 

There is still no news from the Kramatorsk sector 
where the Germans claim to have “reached the Donets 
den d front of 250 kilometers which is about the distance 
from Kharkov to Voroshilovgrad. Obvious nonsense, of 
course. 

This German offensive we repeat, is strategically 
speaking a defensive move designed to save the Ger- 
man armies of the Donbas from another “Stalingrad.” 

The move may succeed, but it can hardly be ex- 
pected to achieve much more than that. 


— victory of MacArthur's fliers over the Bismarck

House Drive 
Against Labor 
Hits New Low 


(Special to the Daily Worker) 

WASHINGTON, March 5.— The 
House anti-labor rampage reached 
a new low today with the bill in- 
troduced by Rep. Carl T. Curtis, 
Nebraska, Republican, to extend 
straight time work week under the 
wage-hour law from 40 to 48 and 
to prohibit draft deferment for any- 
one “guilty of absenteeism, taking 
part in a strike or work stoppage 
of any kind.“ 

Curtis’ proposal, in the form of 
an amendment to the Selective 
Service Act, would abrogate union 
contracts which provide for a work 
week of fewer than 48 hours. No 
deferment would be granted or 
continued for anyone working 
fewer than 48 hours a week or 
drawing overtime pay for work 
under 48 hours.
